The adventures of o family party during & pleas-
nre voyage around the world are certainly a novelty
fn the history of navigation. Mr. Brassey, the
owner of the yacht whose remarkable cruise is horo
described, is a prominent public man in Englond,
and with his wife and children, and a small com-
pany of friends, set out on the exped:tiu-n in the
Summer of 1876. The journal kept by Mrs, Bros-
soy during the voyage forms the substance of the
prosent volume, and is a model of unaffected sim-
plicity of narrative and quict grace of expression.
The incidents are jotted down from day to day with
1o attewpt at word-painting, but the effect is donbt-
Jess more ugreeable thau if they bad been
made the subjects of eluborate description. Pur-
guing the usual courss by way of Madeira, Rio de
Janeiro, Cape Horn, aud Vidparaiso to the Bouth Sea
Islands, the party made their way to Japan, China,
Ceylon, and the Sues Canal, returning to England
in sbout eleven months from the time of their de-
parture.

Can
then evolution help us to perceive how the idea of
absolute rightneas cawe into the world1 Mr. Fowle
explains this by a vigorons analysis of the conditions of
the primeval than, according to the theory of evolution,
showing the germ of conscience in the orginal strugyle
for existonce, in which the thinking person perceives
that he has o right to bis own existence, and that bis
surroundings should bo such as tomako life poasible
to him at once, and in due time useful and enjoyuble.
Buch were the first thoughts of the first conscience, the
first expression of the conviction that thers was &
rightoess in the world. From this prolifie germ,
tho writer argues, has grown the vast fabrio of huroan
morality, together with the dellcate machinery of the
individual consclence, as it 1s manifested in civilized so-
elety, Morallty consists in transferring to other belngs
lke oursolves thoso rights which we feel that we our-
sclves possess, in learniog that what is due from them to
us 18 also dus to them from us, in adjusting the righta of
Individuals within the limits of one soclety, and finally,
in forming to ourselves notions of abstract right by
